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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8, 10, 12, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 07-064349. Japan patent teaches the use of a magnetic developer, 
which uses a titanium oxide as a black colorant in the developer , The physical 
properties would be the same for all titanium oxide and the product by process claims 
do not show any unexpected results. 

3. Claims 7, 9, 1 1 , 14, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by JP 2002-129063 9/05/02. Japan patent teaches the use of an iron oxide as a black 
colorant that can be in a toner composition. The magnetite is used as a black pigment 
powder.
